A railroad company in sending out statistics of accidents 


makes the assertion that more than 50 per cent of the persons 
killed on American railroads are trespassers, and that ordinarily 
there are three times as many trespassers killed yearly than there- 
are employees of the roads. 
The statement goes on to say that: 


"During twenty years ending in' 1912 there were 86,733 trcspas- 
«ers killed and 94,646 injured on the railways of the United States. 
Careful investigation has shown that the majority of persons tlms 
killed and injured are citizens living in the vicinity of the acci- 
dent and that many are women and children. Prom 1901 to 1910 
there, were approximately 13,000 children under fourteen years of 
ige killed and injured while trespassing on railroads in the United 
States, enough to make a mile-post for every mile half-way around 


',the world. There were ?0,000 between the ages of 14 and 
21 


yean killed during that same period, making 33,000 minors, who 
•Were victims of this evil. .During ten years ending in 1010, there 
were 103,452 trespassers killed and,injured in the United States, 
while for,the same period in Great Britain and Ireland there were 
Tint 5,754 trespassers killed and injured:- Of course the mileage of 
American railroads is much greater, but it is nevertheless true that 
the British railways traverse-a more densely populated and con- 
gested territory than most of our American railways. In^ Euro- 
pean countries laws do not permit trespassing on railways." 


These figures, showing the annual loss of life through careless- 


ness or failure to keep away from danger spots, are astounding. 
They show the urgent necessity of educating people to the danger 
that lurks about a railroad track and also to the necessity of more 
stringent enforcement of,the laws against trespass upon railroad 
property. In our omi section accidents are unhappily too common, 
as we ia^e pointed out heretofore and we again call attention 
specially to the figures given above. Keep away from the tracks 
unless 3 ou have business there.

of questionable character. High tribute is paid to the organiza- 
tion by army officers who say that the benefits are incalculable. 
Now that Ohio soldiers have gone to the border for service, the 
Ohio T. -TV. C. A. workers are taking steps to establish head- 
quarters in connection with their camps and funds 
are being 


raised throughout the state to maintain the quarters and those in 
charge. It is probable that appeal may also be made to Ports- 
mouth people to aid in the work and we arc quite sure that tho 
response will be ready.

RAILROAD TRESPASSING 


A railroad company iu sending out 
statistics 
of 
accidents 


makes the assertion that more than 50 per cent of the 
persons 


killed on American railroads are trespassers, and that ordinarily 
there are three times as many trespassers killed yearly than there 
are employees of the roads. The statement goes on to say that: 
•'During twenty years ending in 1912 there ivere 86,733 trespas- 
sers killed and 94,646 injured on the railways of the United States. 
Careful investigation has shown that the majority of persons tlms 
Itillod and injured are citizens living in the vicinity of the 
acci- 


dent and that many are women and children. From 1901 to 1910 
there were approximately 13,000 children under fourteen years of 
ase killed and injured while trespassing on -railroads in the United 
States, enough to make a mile-post for every mile half-way around 
the world. There were 20,000 between the ages of 14 and 
21 


rears killed during that same period, making 33,000 minors, who 
were victims oj this evil. During ten years ending in 1910, there 
were 103,452 trespassers killed and injured in the United States, 
while for the same period in Great Britain and Ireland there were 
]mf 5,754 trespassers killed and injured. Of course the mileage of 
American railroads is much greater, hut it is nevertheless true that 
the British railways traverse a more densely populated and con- 
gpsted territory than most of our American railways. In Euro- 
pean countries laws do not permit trespassing on railways." 


These figures, showing the annual loss of life through careless- 


ness or failure to keep away from danger spots, are astounding. 
They show the urgent necessity of educating people to the danger 
that lurks about a railroad track and also to the necessity of more 
stringent enforcement of the laws against trespass upon railroad 
property. In onr own section accidents are unhappily too common, 
as we have pointed out heretofore and we again call attention 
specially to the figures given above. Keep away from the tracks 
unless you have business there.
